A 
reporter for Tas Ino called at Kretech- 
mar’s studio several months ago, but he 
would not show even the model of it. Mr. 
Kretschmar endeavored to console the disap- 
pointed reporter by expatiating upon the man- 
ner of modeling the s\atue and promising 
that no other newspaper representative should 
seo it until it was all done and then he would 
let them all in at once. He painted out the 
armature upon which the figure was to be 
modeled and explained that it vas something 
unique. The statue was modeled and cast 
and “sprung” upon the public before any 
criticism was made of it. 

If the clay modeling had been seen when 
completed by the critics of Chicago the city 
might have been saved the ignominy 
of exhibiting before the eyes of strangers 
who come to ‘the World's Fair, 
very entrance, What . cannot 
eohsidered aa anything but an evi 
dence of the bad taste or bad faith of those

during the Fair and cast into bronze after the 
visitors left, rather’ than despoil the Lake 
Front with the figure they were inclined to 
favor. Mr. Peck remained warm in his ‘advo- 
cacy for Kretschmar and the vote was taken. 
Franklin Head agreed with Mr. Peck upon 
the Kretschmar {model and E, B. Butler in- 
clined to my views and would have voted with 
me, i think, if we had any show of gaining a 
majority.

While warm friendship exists between 
him and the advocates of the Kretech- 
mar model, and while ‘he feels 
that they ure estimable men who 
have the good of tH® city at heart, he does not 
hesitate emphatically to condemn their un- 
warrat table action in so placing the contract 
for such an important and expensive work of 
art. With the rest of the committee he was 
anxious that the local directory should take 
steps toward beautifying the Lake-Front, but 
he desired that. the monument should bea 
representative work of art, accomplished by a 
representative artist. ‘The treasury of the 
directors was not so full that it could afford to 
expend $40,000 upon a work that could not 
stand the test of competent criticism. e 
Mr. Ellsworth's office windows are 80 sit- 
uated that he can look out upon the figure at 
the head of Van Buren street supposed to 
represent the great. discoverer.

“The matter ran along for a number of 
weeks, Mr. Ellsworth continued, and I 
could get no satisfaction from the Chairman 
or the committee. I had no reason to change 
my opinion regarding the inadequacy of Mr. 
Kretschmar or his statue, but not wishing to 
appear obstinate gr hasty in the matter, i de- 
termined toexamine it again before the con- 
tract was signed and see it I had been mis- 
taken in my previous judgment or if I could 
consistently change my opinion. I had a talk 
with Mr. Kretschmar Nov. 8 and it being un- 
satisfactory I wrote him a letter that evening. 
The copy of it, which exactly states my views, 
is in my letter book.” 

The letter follows: 

Nov. 8. 1892—Howard Kretschmar, Esq., Rear, 
264 Michigan avenue, City —My Dear Sir: I had not 
the time to stop and see you tonight, although it 
would have taken less time to stop and have said 
a word than to leave so hurriedly. I wish simply 
one glance at hat model before finally making up 
my mind. I feel that your Columbus has no 
meaning and that it will be commonplace, but 
rather than to take such a position and perhaps 
resign from the committee I would like to have 
you first have the model turned round so a front 
view can be obtained, and that I may take one or 
two gentiemen there to look atit. I would like 
to have Frank D. Millet see it, for instance. 

You understand me. Isimply look at the sub- 
ject from the standpoint of wishing that which 
may be creditable to the city and of lasting 
benefit. I do not take into consideration the in- 
dividual in any way; that is, I do not wish you 
to feel (especially from the way I left you to night 
that I am prejudiced in any manner. Kindly let 
me know that I may stop there within a day or 
two, as proposed above. Then I shail -gladly 
talk the matter over with you if you wish to dis- 
cuss it, but I was not in a frame of mind tonight 
(especially for lack of time) to take the subject 
up. Also please state if it could be seen in the 
evening.

Mr, Peck Gives His Version of the Monn- 
ment Contract—Other Opinions. 

Ferdinand W. Peck, m response to. in- 
quiries last evening, said: 

The action of the Columbus Monument 
committee has been unanimous in every step 
taken. It was decided by it that. Chicago 
talent should be obtained ifany suitable de- 
sign was presented. The sculptors who of- 
fered designs for a monument were Lorado 
Taft, Leonard W. Volk, Johannes Gelert, and 
Howard Kretschmar. The committee then 
consisted of Lyman J. Gage, Edward B. But- 
ler, J. W. Elisworth, Franklin H. Head, and 


| myself, 1 being the Chairman. All the designs 
were carefuliy examined by us, and after 


due deliberation that offered by Mr. Kretsch- 
mar was unanimously accepted. The, entire 


cost of the monument, including the pedestal 


and grading, was $40,000. It was expected 
that a concession to Henry A. Knott to have 
the exclusive control of the publeation and 
Gale of copies of the monument would enable 
him to reimburse the committee for the total 
expense of the monument, as he proposed to 
do. At a subsequent meeting of the Ways 
and Means committce is was decided inadvis- 
able to accept the proposition of Mr. Knott, 
as a larger revenue would be obtained from 
other parties for various concessions for dif- 
ferent souvenirs. The action of that commit- 
tee released the Monument committee from 
any further responsibility in the matter. 
“Since the erection of the statue Mr. 
Kretechmar and myself have received hun- 
dreds of letters from various parts of the

country, as well as from the city, approving 
the monument as a Work of art. Personal 
compliments have also been received from 
Bishop Fallows, Harriet Hosmer, Mr. 
Partridge, the Gelebrated sculptor, Assistant 
Chief Kurts of the art department, William 
P. Black, Fernando Jones, and J. E. Wilkie, 
all approving of the statue. Hundreds of vis- 
itors at the Auditorium bave also expressed 
their approbation of the work, and I have 
been told by the officer who was stationed at 
the corner directly opposite that every person 
in his presence who has spoken of the statue 
has expressed himself pleased with its ap- 
pearance as a work of art. In fact, it speak 
for iteelf.”’ ft 
One of the directors of the Exposition spoke 
of Mr. Peck and his energy in securing the 
statue in the highest terms, but referred to 
the work itself as a horrid specimen to come 
from a sculptor, and said it was entirely un- 
worthy tle prominent position it now occu- 
pies on the Lake-Front Park. He did not be- 
lieve that Mr. Peck was guilty of any wrong 
in the matter, but that a great mistake had 
been made by him in having the work done. 
He claimed that the finest talent that could be 
obtained in America should have been invited 
to contribute Gesigns; that from those of- 
fered a selection might have been made and 
a statue completed worthy of the great dis- 
coverer and the city where it was to be placed. 
Auother director claimed that the whole 
thing had been railroaded through against 
the wishes of a part of the committee. He 
believed the directors had no authority what- 
ever to use the money for such a purpose and 
that they never would have done it had they 
not believed that the offer of Mr. Knett would 
have resulted in the closing of a contract 
whereby he would pay to the directory the 
amount expended for the statue.

made. At the end of this.time the Ways and 
Means committee decided to advertise for 
bids on the souvenir privilege, I did not 
respond to the last proposition of the Ways 
and Meaus committee.

ALARMIST THREATS EXPECTED. 


Bellicose Campaign in Germany Will Re- 
sult from the Army Bun Rejection.

Gordon Bennett.]—The entire attention of 
the European political world is turned to- 
ward Berlin, where the Reichstag voted 
today on the army bill. The interest 
is much more considerable than one 
would bave believed. If the Reichstag had 
voted today for an increase of the effective 
military foroe all the great States of Europe 
would have been obliged to follow Germany's 
example, because the whole of Europe 1s now 
managed from a military point of view. 
Prompt dissolution of the Reichstag, there- 
fore, produced in Paris a profound political 
impression. Accdrding to early reports it 
was thought the army bill would be rejected 
and the dissolution of the Reichstag was pre- 
dicted. One must now expect a_belli- 
cose campaign and the use of alarm- 
ist threats on the part of Germany, 
as at the dissolation 6f the Reichstag 
it will be necessary to verify every piece of 
news before believing it, and in France we can 
expect incidents on the frontier like the 
Schnaebele affair. For the rest it is not their 
relations with Germany which now cause ua- 
‘easiness to the French Government, but the 
relations of France with England, which are 
bad throughout Asia, Africa, and Europe. 

England Nagging France. 

English policies are thwarting French pol- 
icies. In the difficulties with Sigm it is again 
England exciting the Siamese against France. 
In Africa there are the serious troubles in 
the region of Lake Tchad and 
the irritating of the Sultan of Mo- 
rocco, In Europe interminable discussion 
about Egypt proves that England in spite of 
every promise will not evacuate that country. 
The speech of Mr. Gladstone produced a very 
bad effect on the French government. It is 
certain the entire politics of Europe will be 
influenced sooner or later by this French and 
English antipathy. 

William Did No Good at Rome. 

Bits of court news sometimes help one to 
understand policies on a large scale. Here

SOMETHING MUST BREAK IN GERMANY 


Either the Kaiser or the Constitution Must 
Give Way—New Epoch Horn, 
[SPECIAL oa.

—Turning the gaze upon Germany one sees 
the greatest constitutional struggle that the 
new German Empire has yet known coming 
toanend. For more than five months the 
Kaiser and his people have fought over the 
army bill with an obstinacy that marks the 
birth throes of a new epoch, Germany isin 
travail with constitutional government and 
the cause is the same as always. During 
twenty years France and Germany have 
passed and repassed each other in tite race for 
military superiority. At each point in the con- 
test the weights they have carried have grown 
heavier and now under the double burden of 
service and taxes Germany has lain down in 
the middle of thé path and refuses to budge 
one inch more. The most docile taxpayer, 
the most plastic subject of Europe, has re- 
volted, and militarism all over the continent 
will reel from the shock. Only once before 
has the Reichstag flatly defied the goverpment, 
and that was on just this question of the in- 
crease of the army. That was many years 
back, in Bismarck's days—his first and last 
defeat. The new regime has broken down, 
and the only resort was the dissolution of the 
Reichstag. What will come afterward no 
man can say, but the new elections promise 
no help to the Kaiser. Then either the Kaiser 
or the constitution must give way. 


MR. LINCOLN STARTS FOR HOME. 


Consul-General Collins Enters Upon the 
Duties of His Office at London. 

Lonpox, May 6.—Robert T. Lincoln, the 
late American Minister, traveled on the Ka- 
gle”? train to Southampton today, accom- 
panied by all the members of the American 
legation, Gen. Williams Falbe, and dozens of 
Americans and others, who bade him farewell 
as he sailed home on the American line 
steamship New York.

REPRODUCTION OF THE REICHSTAG, 


Every ‘Artist of Note in the Empire Con- 
tributes to Its Embellishment. 

The reproduction of the new German 
Reichstag forms a huge rectangular square, 
from each corner of which rises a superbly 
proportioned and richly ornamented tower. 
Surmounting these towers rises a square 
dome of great beauty. The apex of

And yet these are the views that are described 
as “‘ startlingly liberal,” The fact is that these 
are gross misconceptions as to the teachings 
of the Roman Catholic Church not only 
among non-Catholics but among Catholics 
who make great pretensions to orthodoxy. 
As Archbishop Ireland says, the church, not 
the Aheologians, make doctrine for Roman 
Catholics and is their teacher. 7 


A pipcusston in the columns of Science 
brings out rather more clearly than before the 


1 effect which a change in the shape of the 


earth’s orbit produces in the slow change of 
mean temperature which has long since been 


‘Tt associated with the occurrence of glacial 


epochs. The deduction is that the total quan- 
tity of heat received from the sun in a year 
is inversely proportional to the minor axis of 
the orbit, if the major axis remain constant 
(which is nearly the case). The superior limit 
of eccentricity is given by Leverrier at 0.0775, 
and the present value is about 0.01675. From 
this it foliows that when the orbit was most 
eccentric the annual warming of the earth by 
the solar rays was about 0.003 less than at 
present, This difference may seem too small 


to bring about glaciation, if one considers 
that the mean annual temperature of the 


earth’s surface does not much exceed 50°. 
But the difficulty vanishes when ons remem- 
bers that the actual zero of heat lies some 460° 
below the artificial zero, moking the true 


‘mean temperature to exceed 540°. The 


named proportion of that is 154°, and auch a 
lessening of heat each year through a course 
of many centuries may- well be conceived 
sufficient to account for the total lowering of 
temperature usually supposed to be necessary 
to the glacial phenomena which were once 
observable to a distance of 40° of latitude 
fronrthe equator had any human being ex- 
isted at that time to witness them. 


OPENING THE FAIR SUNDAYS. 

Some months ago a rule was adopted by 
the World’s Fair Directors and concurred in 
by the National Commission providing that 
“ the iti and the gates thereof” 
should be closed Sundays. That rule is still 
in force and because of it the Fair is closed 
today. It is a misfortune thatis is. Over 10,- 
000 persons paid to go to the Fair rida; , raw 
and disagreeable as was the weather. Many 
times more than that would be there today 
were it possible. But Congress, meddling 
with matters with which it has nothing what- 
ever to do, barred the gates against them. 

According to Commissioner St. Clair, who 
is in favor of Sunday opening, the present 
rule must be enforced till it is formally re- 
pealed. He says: 

The directors have no power on earth to open 
the gates without concurrent action by the com- 
mission. And it will require a majority of the 
commission, or fifty-five members. There will be 


no danger of the directory trying to make a Sun- 
day Fair without our sanction, If they should en- 
deavor to strike down the rule 1 will, if necessary, 


take the matter to the courts. Bat, as i said, 


there is no danger. There is no legal process by 


as it is until a changé comes properly before us. 

Therefore there will be uo change in the sis- 
uation until the directors act. Perhaps they 
will be in no immediate haste to do so. 
While it would please the people were the 
Fair gates open on this and all other Sundays, 
yet there is so much to be done in the way of 
installing exhibits that more progress can be 
made with the work bya rigid exclusion of 
visitors on one day of the week. When the 
exhibits are all in place then the question of 
Sunday openmg will come up for settlement. 

It is said by some persons that as the di- 
rectors took the money given by the govern- 
ment on eondition that the Fair should be 
closed Sunday it must live up to its bargain 
even if the government has violated its part of 
the agreement. Congress agreed to give the 
Directors $2,500,000 on twoconditsons—if they 
would close Sundays and if ther would pay 
all the costs, expenses, and charges of the 
great departments organized for the purpose 
efconducting the work of the Exposition.” 
The Secretary of the Treasury, obeying the 
orders of a later Congress, withhoids $570,000 
of the two and a half millions. It is claimed 
by some that it would be immoral to keep the 
$1,930,000 and open Sundays, 

Supposing that the directors were to find 
out what the expense is of runnmg the great 
departments, the cost of which they assumed, 
and then return to the Treasury the difference 
between that sum and the $1,930,000 received 
from the government. Supposing that, hav- 
ing done that, they were to ask the National 
Commigsion to concur with them ia repealing 
the Sun@ay-ciosing rule. Would there be any 
reason why the commission should retuse its 
assent? The Fair would owe the government 
nothing then. It may not be possible for the 
directors to tppay the government “gift” at

The 
drunkards and the loafers have been weeded 
out, The men have confidence in their offi- 
cera. There is more harmony between the 
any time in the history of the department. 
It will not be wise in Mayor Harrison, there- 
fore, to disturb the existing arrangements. 

He promised to take the department out of 
politics. As a police officer Maj. McClaughry 
has no politics. Fully 90 per cent of the men 
are. Democrats. Only one of the five Inspect- 
ors, Ross, is a Republican, and his efficiency 
1s acknowledged so generally that there is no 
thought of removing or reducing him. Ak the 
Mayor 1s going to make the appointments, 
leaving the discipline and conduct of the force 
to the Superintendent and his Inspecturs, the 
Democracy of the department will be fully 
maigtained. Its politics will be satisfactory 
to ithe Mayor. By retaining Maj. Me- 
Claughry in his present position Mr. Harrison 
will carry out his own ideas of taking the po- 
lice out of politics. He will at the same time 
maintain the efficiency and discipline of the 
foros and inspire the public with confidence 
in it and in his administration generally.

A NATIONAL ANNIVERSARY. 

Preparations are making at Washington for 
the celebration of the one-hundredth anniver- 
sary of one of the events in American history, 
the laying of the corner stone of the Capitol 
Building, which took place Sept. 18, 1793. 
Seven years ard a month later part of the 
building - was ready for occupancy and Con- 
gress met for the first time in-an edifice which 
was the property of the National Govern ment. 
From 1789 to 1800 it had been holding its ses- 
sions at New York and Philadelphia, an hou 
ofed guest, but merely a guest. 

It is eminently proper that the centennial 
of the laying of the corner stone of the per- 
maneut home of Congress should be cele- 
brated with special ceremony. Of course it 
will not be as muchof an attraction asif the 
Exposition were not open at the same time, 
but as Congress will be in session in Sep- 
tember if President Cleveland does not change 
his mind, as the weather at Washington is 
no‘ very disagreeable at that time of the year, 
and as there is a large population within a 
few hours’ ride of the capital, there will be a 
great crowd, providing it is understood that 
the ceremonies will be of an interesting nat- 
ure. 

This anniversary will give the Presiden t an 
opportunity to make a speech, and he has time 
enough to prepare one suited to the occasion. 
The corner stone was laid by President Wash- 
ington, whose remarks were very brief, but 
when the corner stone of the extension was 
laid in 1851 by President Fillmore an address 
was delivered by Daniel Webster. It will not 
be difficult for Mr, Cleveland to outshine the 
first President in oratory, but it may be a 
harder task for him to excel Mr. Webster, 
although the events which have taken place 
beneath the dome of the Capitol since he left 
it have been such that eloquence could ask for 
no more inspiring theme. 

The 17th of September, 1896, will be the cen- 
tennial of Washingtcn’s farewell address to 
his countrymen. It is not likely that that will 
pass by unhonored. The 4th of March follow- 
ing will be the centennial of his leaving thé 
Presidential chair. That will be celebrated 
fitly by the inauguration of a Republican 
President, who will carry out the priuciples of 
Washington, which are those of the Republic- 
an party. Then in 1900 the hundredth anni- 
versazy of the establishment of the govern- 
ment at Washington should be duly observed. 
That will wiad up the national centennials of 
the century. 


WANTED—A POSTMASTER. 

President Cleveland is anxious to find a 
good man to replace Col. Sexton, whose term 
expires this month. He wishes to do so be- 
cause this is the edcond largest office in the 
country, calling for a person of the highest 
order of ability to perform its duties satisfac- 
torily. He is the more anxious to find an un- 
exceptionable man because the selections 
made by hint during his first term were not 
satisfactory. Mr. Judd was an excellent law- 
yer, and of irreptoachable character, bat he 
lacked business ability and his health was 
bad. ‘Gen. Newberry was a sad failure. 

The President is seeking for some one who 
has a business record which gives evidence 
that he has the executive ability required for 
the suceéSsful management of the affairs of 
the Chicago office. He must be a person who 
is accustomed to supervising large bodies of 
men, who khows what discipline is, and who 
can enforce it. He must have sufficient men- 
tal quickness to learn with ease the compli- 
cated workings of the office, so that he will 
not be at the mercy of subordinates, but can 
judge for himsélf whether an employé has 


or discharge him if worthless. He must be 8 
man of education as well as intelligence; one 
whom his fellow-citizens know and respect, 
whose integrity never has been questioned, 
and whose ability never has been disputed. 
He ought to cut loose from all private busi- 
ness when he enters the office. His whole 
time should be given to the government, 

As the person who will be Postmaster for 
the next four years will not lie an a bed of 
roses, but will have to conduct in cramped 
and inconvenient quarters, with an insufficient 
force, a rapidly increasing volume of business, 
he should be in the prime of life, fitted physic- 
ally as well as mentally for his laborious 
duties. He must have patience and good 
nature, as well as energy and decision. He 
will have as critics the entire population of 
this city. He must be ready to attend to their 
complaints without irritation, and cure the 
evils about which they grumble without delay. 
He thust also while doing the best he can with 
the means at his disposal see that the Wash- 
ington authorities are kept advised of the 
needs of his office and that they attend to 
thein. The higher his standing as an officer 
and a citizen the more likely is it that he will 
not be ignored. 

This ideal Postmaster must be a Democrat 
who has never faltered in his party allegiance. 
But be must not belong to the spoils section 
of the party. He must not be one of those 
tict ans, who think that anything from re- 
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It makes no difference what the nationality 
of this man may be, but it may be easier to 
find him among Chicagoans of American an- 
cestry, For it may be said, without offense, 
that the highest order of executive ability, the 
capacity to manage successfully great enter- 
prises, to plan on a grand scale and yet have 
a thorough knowledge of the minutest details, 
occur more frequently among them than 
among their feliow-citizens of foreign lineage. 
Therefore the President should pick out an 


American business-man, whose public and 


private record has no blots, who has the mens 
sana in corpore sano, who is a Democrat, but 
not a partisan, and make him Col, Sexton’s 
successor, Whether he has set his eyes on 
such a man vet is doubtful, or bis appoint- 
ment would have been announced before this. 


THE WORLD’s FAIR MUSICAL CONTRO- 
VERSY 


Certain members of the National Commis- 
sion have been thrown into another fit 
of hysterics because it is stated by the agents 
of one maker of harps that the instruments 
which they represent have been rejected 
Mr. Thomas in favor of ‘he instruments of 
another maker, who is located in Europe. 
First they were in hysterics use Herr 
Paderewski insisted upon playing on a piano 
which belongs to him, which he takes with 
him everywhere for concert purposes, which 
he has had remodeled especially to suit his 
method of playing, and which he could not 
change for another without doing himself 
an injustice. He offered @is services 
gratuitously, gave up profitable engagements 
to come here, and Mr. Thomas, who accepted 
his offer, stood by him. Mr. Thomas could 
not have done anything else without grossly 
insulting this eminent artist and the profes- 
sion to which he belongs. Now comes the 
harp episode, which is even more ridiculous. 

Where is this nonsenseto end? Will the 
National Commission go still further? Must 
it not go to the end in its iavestigations? Why 
stop with the pianos and harps? Do they not 
know that the members of Mr. Thomas’ or- 
chestra arc playing on fiddles dig and little, 
flutes, clarionets and bassoons, horns, trum pets 
and ophicleides, bass drums, snare drums, and 
tympani, whose makers are not exhibiters in 
the World’s Fair? Why not be consistent and 
rule out everything used.in the Exposition the 
maker of which is not an exhibiter? Perhaps 
Director-General Davis is wearing bopts not 
made by an exhibiter, and even President 
Palmer may be sporting a necktie which, 
from the point of view of the National Com- 
mission, should be hnathema maranatha and 
subject to confiscation by the first Columbian 
guard who espies it. 

The New York Deutscher Liederkranz, the 
oldest, largest, and most excellent body of 
German singers in the country, is announced 
for concerts at the World’s Fair musical 
scheme. Will they be notified not to come 
because Mr. Steinway, who is not an exhibiter, 
is their President? Mr, Walter Damrosch is 
coming here with his New York Symphony Or- 
chestra and Mr. Kneisel (pro tem. conductor) 
with the Boston OrcheStra. Would it not be 
well for the Nationa Commission to have 
the Columbian Guards instructed to ascertain 
trom the members of these bands whether they 
are playing instruments made by exhibiters? 

Mr. Lyman J. Gage stated the case in a nut- 
shell when he said that every man had the 
right to toot his own horn,” especially if he 
cannot toot some one else’s horn and do him- 
self justice. One thmg is certain. So long 
as Mr. Thomas conducts the Chicago orches- 
tra he 
So long as he is the master of 
it he has the absolute right 
to say what instruments it shall play. The 
orchestra as a whole is the instrument upon 
which he plays. He 1s responsible for it and 
no one else. If it plays incorrectly, if its tone 
is bad, if it does not reach the highest musical 
standard the fault is his. Therefore he has 
the right to say what instruments shall be 
played, just as Herr Paderewski had the right 
to say what piano he would use, and that is 
all there is to it. The National Commission 
may investigate until doomsday and they can- 
not affect that right. The enemies of Mr. 
Thomas may abusé him to their hearts con- 
tent, but his right remains and he never will 
abandon it. Rather than surrender his abso- 
lute control he should throw down his baton 
forever, and every member of his orchestra 
and of every other orchestra in the land wuuld 
applaud him. 


DEFEAT OF THE GERMAN ARMY BILL. 

Notwithstanding the amendments which 
have been made to the army bill in the Ger- 
man Reichstag, the insistence with which the 
government has pressed the measure, and the 
seal with which it has sought to make votes 
for it by all sorts of combinations and prom- 
ises Chancellor von Caprivi’s pet measure has 
been defeated by the emphatic majority of 
forty-eight in a very full vote, and the Em- 
peror has dissolved the Reichstag, thus re- 
quiring a new election. It is evident the Cleri- 
cal vote upon which the Chancellor relied did 
not materialize. Indeed preliminary dis- 
patches indicated that the powerful body of 
Bavarian Cleriecals arrayed itself solidly 
against the Prussian Clericals, and even went 
so far as to assert that if the bill were passed 
by the Prussian faction the Bavarian faction 
would withdraw and organize a separate party, 
coéperating with the Wurtembergers, Alsa- 
tians, Westphalians, Rhinelanders, and friend- 
ly Prussians to resist the overreaching proj- 
ects of inilitarism.” It is also evident that 
the support which was expected from the 
Radicals by reason of amendments made to 
mollify them was not forthcoming. It was a 
fight of the German States headed by Bavaria 
against Prussia, and the States won. 

The result is a triumph not alone for the 
Social Democrats but for the German people 
who are opposed to a radical increase of the 
army even in the face of the recent increase 
of the French army. It is a triumph also for 
the anti- Prussian element, which regards this 
measure as a step towards the further 
strengthening of the Prussian power. ‘he 
recent declaration in the Munich Vateriand 
that the next war would be inteniled to make 


. Prussia the supreme ruler of Germany, and 


that in such a case Bavaria would then be 
merely a Prussian province and lose its inde- 
pendence of 700 years, shows the strength of 
this feeling. added to this was the unmis- 
takebie feeling on the part of the German 
people that the proposed military policy 
would be damaging to the prosperity of tho 
empire and weaken ita industrial resources 
not only by 4 further financial drain in the 
shape of increased taxes but by withdrawing 


still more of the toilers from the work in 


which they ale so much needed. 
A new election will now be necessary and 
the government will go before the people and 


use all ite power and influence to secure a sure | 
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that an increase of the army is necessary to 
their prosperity. 


CRITICISM OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 
At a meeting of the Women’s Alliance a 
few days ago several of the speakers harped 
on the old complaint about the necessity for

everything in its power to meet the demand 
for more room, At the last meeting of 
Council, for instance, the following was or- 
dered on the recommendation of the school 
inspectors :

Half a score of buildimgs are now in process 
of erection and plans for as many more in 
course of preparation. No School: Board in 
the history of Chicago has done more to meet 
the demand for additional school accommo- 
dation than the present one. At its last meet- 
ing the board also adopted a resolution dis- 
pensing with the teaching of German inthe 
primary grades, thus permitting the use of 
nearly one hundred rooms hitherto devoted to 
foreign language studies for English clesses. 
Surely this is a satisfactory record, one which 
merits commendation rather than carping 
criticism. , 

The School Board also has taken the in- 
itiative in the matter of establishing normal 
classes for the training of teachers. A plan 


has been formulated and resolutions are now 


pending before the board to give it effect. 
The Women's Alliance has but followed in the 
wake of the school inspectors in this matter. 


Other proposals of the alliance are rather 
dubious and the Board of Education does well 


to fight shy of them for the present. Every 
candid person who has followed the course of 


that body since Mr. McLaren was elected as. 


its President will admit thas it has done good 
and useful service and a great deal of it. Let 
it crown its labors for the school year by root- 
ing out the fads at its next meeting. 


CHICAGO WATER. 

Some of the English correspondents now in 
thie city have become convinced there is no 
truth in the stories widely circulated in Europe 
and the Eastern States that. Chicago’s water 
supply is impure or dangerous. They have 
forwarded sainples of the water taken from 
the vicinity of the cribs and from the house 
faucets and sent them to English chemuste of 
recognized ability and standing for analysis. 
There is little doubt that the result will be 
favorabie to Chicago, The stories about the 
impurity of the water originated here in Chi- 
cago. There were some grounds of complaint 
before the four-mile' tunnel was completed 
and the Lake View tunnel had been utilized, 
but there has always been much exaggeration 
as to the impurity of the supply. It was ro- 
sorted do afew years ago in the interest of 
some cranks who call themselves engineers 
who wanted to get elected on the Drainage 
Board on the pledge that they would be able 
to bring about such results thereas would sat- 
isfactorily purify the water supply. 
two of those persons were elected on those 
pledges. They have done nothing but quarrel 
and theorize ever sites. They started the 
gross libels on Chicago. It remained for the 
men whom they libeled to do what they prom- 
sed for the purification of the water supply. 
It can be asserted without fear of contradic- 
tion that the water now used in Chicago for 
domestic purposes and drawn from Lake 
Michigan is as good as the water supply of 
any city of the world. It is betterthan that 
of New York, London, Paris, or Berlin, and 
is certainly as good as the celebrated Vartry 
water of Dublin, The analysis of the English 
chemists will demonstrate this fully. 


Sra Cuarizs Du is coming to the front 
again in British politics as the leader of the 
unofficial Radicale—a position for which his 
abilities and éxperience admirably qualify 
him. His motion to deprivs the Lords Liew 
tenants of the counties of the right to recom- 
mend—which has been in effect the right to 
appoint—Justices of the Peace was timely 
and necessary. Under its terms the Lord 
Chancellor, who is a member of the ministry, 
will make the appointments of Justices of the 
Peace for the future. He probably had the 
power to do so before the resolution was 
adopted, but refused to exercise it. The priv- 
ilege enjoyed by the county Lords Lieuten- 
ants—as a rule gouty old Tory peers and 
half-educated land-owners—has been the out- 
growth of custom. They have shamefully 
abused it by appointing persons inferior to 
themselves in capacity to administer justice. 
They have taken their appointees from the 
squires and the parsons with a sprinkling 
from. the town platocrats. Lord Herschell, 
the present Lord Chancellor, who is a weak- 
kneed person with Whig leanings, douhtless 
now will proceed to name as Justices men 
who have some sympathy with the masses of 
the péople. The House of Commons, the 
representative body of the people, by a vote 
of 203 to 240 has directed him te proceed in 
the matter.
